Note: — If desiring to alter length of skirt, do so before 
commencing shaping. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in next row and 
every following 18th row three times. (108 [B — 116] 
sts.). 

Work 5 rows without shaping.

27th row.— K.2 tog., K.23 [B— K.26], K.2 tog.t.b.L, 
k.34

Both sizes. — Cast off. 

THE LEFT BACK— Cast on 75 [B— 79] stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
8 ins. from commencement, finishing at end of a purl 
row. 

Cast off 16 sts. at beg. of next row. (59 [B — 63] sts.). 
Continue until work measures 12 [B — 13] ins. from 
commencement, finishing at end of a purl row. 

Dec. once at end of needle in next row and every 
following 18th row three times. (55 [B — 59] sts.). 

Work 5 rows without shaping. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.33 [B— K.36], 

K.2 tog. 

Work 5 rows without shaping, also after rows 7 and 13. 

7th row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.31 [B— K.34], 

K.2 tog. 

13th row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.29 [B— K.32], 
K.2 tog. 

19th row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.27 [B— K.30],

Work 3 rows without shaping, also after rows 23, 27, 

31 and 35. 

23rd row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.25 [B— K.28], 
K.2 tog. I 

27th row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.23 [B— K.26], 
K.2 tog. 

31st row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.21 [B— K.24], 
K.2 tog. 

35th row.— K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.19 [B— K.22], 
K.2 tog. 

39th row K.18 [B— K.19], K.2 tog., K.17 [B— K.20], 

K.2 tog. 

Work 3 rows without shaping. 

[Size B only — 43rd row. — K.19, K.2 tog., K.18, K.2 tog 
Work 3 rows without shaping]. (37 [B— 39] sts.). 

Both Sizes-jp-Cast off.

THE FRONT — Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 99 
[B— 107] [C— 115] [D— 123] stitches. 

1st row. — ♦ K.l, P.1, rep, from ♦ to last st., K.l, 

2nd row. — ♦ P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last st., P.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows ten times. 

Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric until work measures 
[B — 15i] [C — 17] [D — 17] ins. from commence- 
ment, finishing at end of a purl row. 

Shape armholes by casting off 5 [B — 6] [C — 7] [D — 7] 
sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. **

Divide for neck as follows: — 

tog., K.42 [B— K.45] [C— K.48]

Dec. once at armhole edge in every alt. row six times 
[B — eight times] [C — four times] [D — twice], whilst at 
same time dec. once at neck edge in every following 
4th row three times [B — four times] [C — twice] 
[D— once] (16 [B— 16] [C— 19] [D— 22] sts.). 

Cast off 5 [B— 5] [C — 6] [D — 7] sts. at beg. of every 
alt. row, whilst at same time dec. once at neck edge 
in following 4th row. Fasten off. 

Slip centre st. on to a length of yarn and leave. 

Join in yam to remaining sts. and work to correspond 
with other side. 



THE BACK — Work as given for Front to **. 

Dec. once at each end of needle in next and every 
following 4th row until 69 [B — 75] [C — 75] [D— 79] 
sts. remain, then in every alt. row until 57 [B — 591 
[C — 67] [I> — 75] sts. remain. 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Cast off 5 [B — 5] [C — 6] [D — 7] sts. at beg. of next 
6 rows. Cast off remaining sts. 



THE SLEEVES — Using No. 10 Needles, cast on 41 
[B — 45] [C — 49] [D-— 53] stitches. 



1st row.—* K.l, P.l, rep. from ♦ to last st., K.l. 
2nd row. — ♦ P.l, K.l, rep. from * to last st., P.l. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eight times, then 1st row once. 
20ft row.— Rib 3 [B— rib 5] [C— rib 7] [D— rib 9], 
* inc. once in next st., rib 6, rep, from * to last 3 
[B— 5] [C— 7] [D— 9] sts., inc. once in next st., rib to 
end of row. (47 [B— 51] [C— 55] [D— 59] sts.). 

Using No. 8 Needles, proceed as follows: — 



1st row. — Knit. 2nd row. — Purl. 



Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. < 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 6th row until 
there_ are 75 [B — 81] [C — 87] [D — 93] sts. on needle. 
Continue without shaping until side edge measures 18 ^ 

[B — 18] [C — 20] [D — 20] ins. (or length desired) from 
commencement, finishing at end of a purl row. 

Cast off 5 [B — 6] [C — 7] [D — 7] sts. at beg. of next 
2 rows. 



Dec. once at each end of needle in next row and 
every following 4th row once [B— once] [C — twice] 
[D— once] (61 [B— 65] (C— 67] [D— 75] sts.), then 

in every alt. row until 15 [B — 15] [C — 17] [D — 17] sts. 
remain. 

Work 19 [B — 19] [C — 21] [D — 23] rows without 
shaping. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 
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THE NECKBAND — Using a fine back stitch seam, 
sew sleeve tops and extensions to front and back, 
leaving tops of sleeves to form part of neckline. 

With right side of work facing, using set of four No. 
10 Needles and commencing at top of left sleeve, knit 
up 54 [B — 58] [C — 62] [D — 66] sts. across top of left 
sleeve and along left side of neck, knit st. from length 
of yarn, then 54 [B — 58] [C— 62] [D— 66] sts. along 
right side of neck and across top of right sleeve, and 
25 [B — 27] [C — 29] [D — 31] sts. across back of neck. 
(134 [B— 144] [C— 154] [D— 164] sts.). 

1st round. — ♦ K.l, P.1, rep. from ♦ to end of round. 
Work 10 rounds in rib. dec. once at each side of 
centre point of “V” in every round and keeping centre 
St. plain. 

Work 10 rounds in rib. inc. once at each side of centre 
point of “V” in every round and keeping centre it. 
plain. Cast off loosely in rib. 



Dec. once at each end of needle in next and every 
following 4th row until 69 [B — 75] [C — 77] [D — 83] 
sts. remain [Size B only — then in every alt. row until 
71 sts. remain.] 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Shape for neck as follows: — 

Next row — A— K.2 tog., K.24 [B— K.2 tog., K.24] 
[C— K.28] (D— K.30], turn. 

Continue on these 25 [B — 25] [C — 28] [D — 30] sts., 
dec. once at armhole edge in 2nd [B — 2nd] [C — 2nd] 
[p — 4th] row, then in every alt. row, whilst at same 
time dec. once at neck edge in every alt. row until 15 
[B — 15] [C — 18] [D — 21] sts. remain. 

Cast off 5 [B — 5] [C — 6] [D — 7] sts. at beg. of every 
alt. row. Fasten off. 

Slip next 17 [B— 19] [C— 21] [D— 23] sts. on to a 
stitch holder and leave. 



TO MAKE UP — Using a flat seam for ribbing and a 
fine back stitch seam for other seams, sew up side 
and sleeve seams. Fold neckband in half on to wrong 
side of work and slip stitch in position. 

The appearance of your knitted garment can be en- 
hanced by a light brushing. 



Join in yam at neck edge and work on remaining sts. 
to correspond with other side. 



THE BACK — Work as given for Back of Pullover 
with “V” Neck, leaving 27 [B — 29] [C— 31] [D— 33] 
sts. on a stitch holder instead of casting off.

2nd row. — ♦ P.l, K.l t.b.l., rep. from ♦ to last st., P.l.

Next row. — K.2 tog. all across row to last st., K.l. 
Work 1 row.

Break off yarn, run end through remaining sts., 
draw up and fasten off securely. 






TO MAKE UP — Using a flat seam for Garter Stitch 
and a flne back stitch seam for remainder of seam, sew 
up seam.

Work 11 rows in plain smooth fabric without shaping.

5th row. — (K.9, K.2 tog.) thirteen times, K.l.

With right side of work facing, using Crochet Hook 
and 2 strands of yarn, fold yarn in half and draw 
loop forward at centre through stitch, pull ends of 
yarn through loop and draw tightly. 



Using M., cast on 51 [31] stitches. 

1st row. — Knit. 

Rep. 1st row sixty-seven [forty-five] times. Cast off. 

Work four [twelve] more squares in M., then four 
[twelve] in C. 



The appearance of your knitted garment can be 
enhanced by a light brushing. 



TO MAKE UP — Using a flat seam, sew squares to- 
gether alternately as illustrated. Using matching 
colours, work a fringe around outside edge.

HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION — Before you commence knitting, check 
your tension carefully — on this depends the success of the finished article.- 
Take the wool and needles specified in the instructions, cast on 20 stitches, 
work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly press work. Check the tension 
by placing an inch tape across the stitches, count the exact number of stitches 
to one inch and compare with the tension given in the instructions.

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 6th row until 
there are 62 [B— 66] [C— 72] sts. on needle. 

Continue without shaping until side edge measures 14 
fB — 15i] (C — 17] ins. (or length desired) from com- 
mencement, finishing at end of a purl row. 

Shape raglan by casting off 2 [B— 3] [C— 3] sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows. Dec. once at each end of needle 
in next and every alt. row until 26 [B — 22] [C — 18] 
sts. remain, then in every row until 6 sts. remain.
